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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior does not teach or would not have rendered obvious a display device 
(Fig. 1) that has a cathode ray tube (T), such as claimed in claim 1-5, the display device 
includes: a high-tension generator (H) having output terminals; and a sensing circuit (S) 
for sensing a black current level (IBR, IBG, IBB) of the at least one electron beam 
corresponding to the black level (BLR, BLG, BLB) of the video signal (Vo) and for 
feeding back information about the black current level (IBR, IBG, 1 BB) to the black level 
controlling circuitry (BL) for stabilizing the black current level (IBR, IBG, IBB), wherein 
the sensing circuit (S) being coupled to a node (X) to which the outer conductive layer 
(AD) of the cathode rav tube (T) and one of the output terminals of the high-tension 
generator (H) are coupled. 

The closest prior art, Hibi (US 6,937,288) disclosed a conventional display device 
that has a cathode ray tube and includes a current detection circuit used to adjust black 
current level, and Tuma et al (US 4,096,518) disclosed a conventional display device 
that has a cathode ray tube and includes a sensing circuit coupled to a high voltage 
supply used to limit beam current, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render obvious the present invention as claimed, specifically the underlined limitation.
